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L&W employees overwhelmed (oS = 
with huge bonus checks

Employees at L&W, Inc. report they 
received large bonus checks from former 
chairman of the board Wayne D. Jones on 
May 24, following the final closing of the 
L&W sale to Autokiniton Global Group. 

L&W, a family owned business that 
does metal stamping for the auto industry, 
employed 3,200 at 23 facilities across 
Michigan, Ohio, Tennessee, and Texas, 
according to Crain’s Detroit Business. 

All employees received checks, according 
to employees, and the amounts of the 
checks were based on the number of years 
they worked at L&W. 

One employee said a long-term worker 
was overwhelmed when she got a check 
for $70,000. A new employee, on the job 
for three weeks, also got a check. 

The employee said the bonuses came 
out of Wayne Jones’ pocket and represents 
hundreds of thousands of dollars or more. 

Each check was accompanied by the 
following letter. 

“To All L&W Group Associates: L&W 
Group is a strong company that was built 
with teamwork, integrity, productivity 
and a strong belief in business-inspired 
loyalty. However, while the company will 
continue, it is time for me to move on to the 
next phase of my life. 

“Please accept this bonus as a thank you 
to each of you, from the associates who 
have been with me since basically the 
beginning to the ones who have been with 
us for a short period of time. I wish you and 
your families all the best. 

“Best regards, Wayne Jones.” 

Former Metaldyne CEO George 
Thanopoulos partnered with New York 
private equity firm KPS Capital Partners 
LP to build a new auto supplier. 

KPS created a new company, Autokiniton 
Global Group LP to acquire New Boston- 
based metal stamper L&W Inc. for an 
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undisclosed price, according to a news 
release. 

Thanopoulos serves as Autokiniton’s 
CEO and will become L&W executive 
chairman, while current president Scott 
Jones and management will remain in 
place. 

An employee at L&W said Wayne Jones 
had considered 52 different firms before 
deciding on Autokiniton. 

In a news release, Thanopoulos said, 
“L&W’s greatest asset is its customer 
relationships established over decades. 
KPS and I look forward to working with 
L&W’s president Scott Jones and the 
company’s management team to build on 
the company’s unique strengths with a 
new strategic vision, financial resources 
and exceptional credentials in the global 
automotive industry.”

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VBT Board censures Frazier, 
passes new meeting conduct policy

On a 4-2 vote at the end of its May 16 
meeting, the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees censured Trustee Sherry 
Frazier and removed her from her board 
liaison position on the Water and Sewer 
Commission. 

Voting for the censure were Trustee 
Reggie Miller, Treasurer Sharry Budd, 
Clerk Leon Wright, and Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara. Voting no were Trustees 
Kevin Martin and Paul White. Frazier was 
not allowed to vote. 

Earlier in the meeting, Trustee White 
tried to get the censure resolution removed 
from the agenda, but he had no support. 

“She is innocent until proven guilty in a 
court of law,” White said, adding Frazier 
has been treated badly by the board and 
harsh words have been used against her. 
He said he talked with the Director of 
Water and Sewer James Taylor and he said 
Frazier was doing an excellent job on the 
commission. This would be a loss for the 
township to remove her, White said. 

When the item came up for a vote at 
the end of the agenda, White said Trustee 
Frazier speaks out and speaks her mind and 
that’s why the board doesn’t like her. He 
said he wouldn’t be surprised if they tried 
to censure him for the same reason. 

White said that the previous evening at 9 
p.m., he received Draft #8 of the proposed 
Meeting Conduct Policy from Supervisor 
McNamara’s assistant Dan Selman. 

“It’s not correct to have him working like 
that,” White said, noting that was 9 p.m. 
and Selman had to be back at work at 7:30 
a.m. If he was in a union they wouldn’t let 
him work like that, White said. 

“Seems like we’re always in a hurry and 
Pm a little bit upset about this,’ White 
said, referring to both the meeting policy 
and the censure. 

“This is exactly how we rush things to get 
them done,” White said. 

“I did everything I was supposed to,” 
Frazier said of her New Year’s Eve 
shoplifting charge. “I apologized.” She 


said, adding the board has been vindictive 
and petty. 

“It’s difficult to sit next to Ms. Miller 
and Treasurer Budd,” Frazier said. “Miss 
Miller could not stand to sit next to me at 
the last meeting.” 

She said the board dragged her through 
the mud for three hours at that meeting and 
she believes the community has not had an 
overwhelming concern. 

‘Tm a Christian. I believe God has 
forgiven me,” she said. “I’m going to rise 
above this... It is not going to define my 
life. 

“Im sorry for the turmoil,” Frazier 
continued, adding that she didn’t attend 
the recent Michigan Township Association 
convention because she didn’t want 
Supervisor McNamara to be embarrassed. 

“I will continue to be here unless I’m 
recalled,” Frazier said. 

Trustee Miller said she asked to have her 
seat moved at the last meeting because she 
didn’t wish to get in the way of Frazier’s 
arms when she gestured. 

“When you get worked up, you raise your 
voice,” Miller said, noting she is having 
ear trouble which makes it difficult to hear. 
She said sitting across the table she could 
see Frazier directly and “read your face.” 

“You said ‘I don’t want to sit next to 
you,” Frazier said. 

“I didn’t say that,” Miller replied. 

Miller said Frazier did not shove Clerk 
Wright [as he claimed], but the other 
charges are not OK and the only thing 
the board can do is remove her from the 
Water and Sewer Commission. Miller said 
Frazier could still attend those meetings, 
but couldn’t sit on the commission. 

Trustee Martin said he is not in favor 
of her removal from the Water and Sewer 
Commission and so he will vote no. 

“I think she has been humiliated enough 
and I hope we can go forward and become 
a better board,” Martin said. 

Clerk Wright said it is his job to dismiss 
an employee for what they’ve done and 
so they can’t condone this on the board.

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He said the board has to lead by example. 
He said they just terminated an employee 
for making a false statement and a month 
ago terminated a police officer for making 
a false statement. He said they can’t just 
ignore Frazier’s situation. 

Treasurer Budd said this is one of the 
most hurtful things to do, to censure a 
fellow board member, but, “We didn’t tell 
her to do what she did. I hope we can learn 
to trust her again.” 

Supervisor McNamara said Frazier didn’t 
take personal responsibility and dragged 
the community through the mud for four 
weeks and then finally, “Did it.” 

“You were abysmal,” McNamara said to 
Frazier. “It’s like you liked the attention 
and that’s really made me worry.” 

White said Frazier has endured a whole 
lot of public embarrassment, but he will 
reserve judgment until after her day in 
court. 

Miller said she reached out to Frazier to 
take a leave of absence to get her affairs in 
order, but she didn’t. 

Frazier said when she saw Miller in court 
she thanked Miller for her support and 
Miller replied, “I’m just doing my job.” 

The vote to censure Frazier passed 4-2, 
with Martin and White voting no. 

The three reasons for the censure were 
that she was in violation of the Township 
Ethics Policy by engaging in conduct on 
Dec. 31 that led to her being charged with 
retail fraud in the City of Taylor, failing to 
notify the supervisor about what happened, 
and “repeatedly and dishonestly” taking 
credit at the March 6 board meeting for the 
creation and placement of an article in a 
Michigan Township Association magazine, 
which she later said was a “bad joke.” 

After the vote there was turmoil around 
the board table, with Wright and White 
clashing over Wright’s use of the township 
credit card and whether it was a two-year 
felony, the reason for a surplus in last 
year’s budget, and other items. 

Budd made a motion to adjourn in the 
middle of the arguing, saying, “We’ve had 
enough,” and the meeting adjourned. 

In other business at the May 16 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara announce 
that May was Honor and Remember month. 
He introduced Leroy Paige of Sumpter who 
explained VBT joins Sumpter Township 
and the City of Perry in naming May as 
Honor and Remember month. After Paige 
explained the organization, members of 
the board read names of deceased tri- 
community residents who had served in 
the military; 

e Approved an amended Board of 
Trustees Meeting Conduct Policy on a 6-1 
vote, with Trustee Paul White voting no. 
The policy will go into force at the next 
meeting; 

e Approved the second and final reading 
of an amendment to a zoning ordinance 
to modify certain accessory building 
regulations; 


e Approved purchase of Avaya IP Office 
Server Edition VOIP Phone System from 
Suntel Services at a cost of $97,602.44, 
plus 6% ($5,856) for unexpected cost or 
labor. Suntel was the lowest of three bids; 

e Approved the Bus Transportation 
Agreement between VBT and Van Buren 
Public Schools for the summer camp 
program. Next year the agreement will be 
changed to say either side can pull out with 
30 days notice, instead of the 10 days now 
specified; 

e Approved the contract with Zambelli 
Fire Works for the 2018 fireworks show at 
a cost of $10,000. The fireworks are set for 
dusk on June 30 at Beck Ball Fields with a 
rain date of July 1. Supervisor McNamara 
said he will be seeking donations from 
corporate businesses for overtime wages 
for police and fire personnel. At the work/ 
study session McNamara said he hadn’t 
started soliciting yet because he was 
“embarrassed” because the usual corporate 
sponsors are Waste Management, which 
the township got a lot of money from this 
year; L&W, which just got sold; and US 
Ecology, which may furnish money for 
the lake house he is planning on the DNR 
property. Later, he told the Independent 
that he will get the extra money; 

e Approved purchase of the Dell R440 
Servers and Storage Rack to replace the 
current six-year-old service at a cost of 
$19,043.36; 

e Approved appointment of Gerald 
McKelvey to the Water and Sewer 
Commission with a term to expire June 
1, 2019. He is filling the unexpired term 
of Dr. Gerald Graf, who retired from the 
commission after many years of service; 

e Approved the appointment of Amos 
Grissett as a full member of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals with a term to expire Dec. 
1, 2020; 

e Approved the Police Officers Labor 
Council (POLC) Patrol and Dispatch 
contract. When Trustee Frazier asked 
for the provisions, McNamara said they 
will be getting 2% raise per year for four 
years, a total of 8%. He said they will no 


longer have to wear ties, but have to wear 
their hats and new jackets that offer more 
support; and 

e At the request of Trustee White, received a 
report from Matthew Best, on the results of 
last year’s algae bloom study of Belleville 
Lake put on by about six universities -- 
staff and students -- with the help of local 
volunteers. Best said Belleville Lake was 
well below levels set by the World Health 
Organization and federal government 
for the dangerous algae. “Our lake is a 
normal healthy lake that sometimes gets 
an algae bloom,” Best said. He said anyone 
who wants to volunteer to help with this 
year’s study, may call the Developmental 
Services Department at (734) 699-8913.

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Metro Park Party Store seeks approval for 4-pump gas station

Metro Park Party Store, at the southwest 
corner of Haggerty and East Huron River 
Drive in Van Buren Township, wants to put 
four gas pumps in its strip mall parking lot. 

At the May 23 meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission, 
Ron Akers explained how the applicant 
is requesting review and comment on the 
need for front yard and rear yard setback 
variances for the project at 41001 E. Huron 
River Drive. 

A front yard variance of 19° is being 
sought (75° required, 56’ proposed) and 
rear yard variance of 9’ being sought (25 
required, 16’ proposed. 

The project was due to go to the Board 
of Zoning Appeals at its 7 p.m., June 12 
meeting, but comments from the planning 
commission are required and so the 
planners did their best to comment without 
having a site plan before them. 

“We would like it to go forward,” said 
Planning Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson. “We do not have a site plan to 
decide on and our decision will be based on 
the BZA decision. Variance is the key to if 
we can look at the site plan.” 


She said key pieces of information are 
missing. 

Owner Timothy Shammas, who just got 
out of the hospital, was present to give 
information on the project. He said they 
have reduced the size of the canopy and it 
is now at 60 feet. Two pumps would allow 
them to build without a variance, but, he 
said, no bank will give a loan for two pumps 
because of resale value. He said they tried 
three pumps, but that didn’t work. 

The strip mall received a 10’ rear yard 
variance from the VBT BZA in 1987 
before it was built. 

Andy Shina said they are enhancing the 
site with new sidewalks along Haggerty 
and E. Huron River Drive, landscaping, 
monument sign and bench, LED gas 
price sign, and a new approach for truck 
circulation. 

They asked for the commission’s blessing 
on the setback. 

After discussion, the planning commission 
sent the project on to the BZA. 

In other business at the May 23 meeting, 
the planning commission: 

e Approved a site plan amendment for 
Gilbert Homes to construct three additional 
elevations for their ten lots in Townsend 
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Park/Victoria Park subdivision, located on 
the northeast corner of Ecorse and Morton 
Taylor roads; 

e Approved a site plan amendment for 
Gilbert Homes to construct one additional 
elevation in their eight lots in Arlene Arbors 
subdivision, on the south side of Savage 
Road, just east of the City of Belleville city 
limits; 

e Approved temporary land use approval 
for Angry Tiger Fireworks from 9 a.m. to 
10 p.m., June 20 to July 7, to sell fireworks 
from a tent at 41001 E. Huron River Dr., 
the southwest corner of Haggerty Road and 
E. Huron River Drive, at Metro Park Party 
Store; 

e Approved going out with a Master Plan 
Citizen Survey to find out what the citizens 
want in their township. It will be available 
online and in paper format available at the 
township hall; and 

e Heard Akers say their intern Chris 
Madigan left the township last month and 
two new interns are coming in, one for 
the planning department and one for the 
Downtown Development Authority.

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VBT DDA approves paying $25,000 for Aerotropolis dues

After a presentation by Director Rob 
Luce May 22 on everything Detroit 
Region Aerotropolis is doing to promote 
development in the region, and Van 
Buren Township in particular, the VBT 


Downtown Development Authority 
voted unanimously to approve paying the 
$25 000 dues for 2018. 


The DDA previously had delayed 
payment of the Aerotropolis dues for VBT. 
Members wanted to be convinced the 
money was well-spent. 

Luce said some of the DDA members 
were at the annual meeting in March when 
he reported from a business development 
standpoint, there were 51 projects and at 
the end of 2017, three were started. 

He said now there are 28 proposed 
projects, with 14 in VBT. 

He said Aerotropolis is more active in 
the marketplace this year and attended 
15 trade show conferences. They went 
to Beijing for an auto show and found a 
business that needed 50,000 square feet of 
space and two sites were proposed in VBT 
-- Grace Lake Corporate Center and the old 
GE building on Ecorse/Haggerty. 

He said his colleague Marco Salomone 
was in Texas for an event which is like 
speed dating, where you sit down with a 
dedicated, brief interview with a company. 
He said Marco was also in Savannah for 
the National Association of Corporate Real 
Estate Executives. 

He said 60% of the Aerotropolis budget 
is being spent on marketing business 
developments. 

He said they have an announcement for 
VBT in the near future of a transformative 
project with a lot of jobs, assuming it 
closes. Luce said it’s a case study on how 
Aerotropolis and municipal partners work 
together. 

He told of helping with bringing in 
Amazon and Penske, but none in VBT. 

Luce said Aerotropolis has joined forces 
with the Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation, which made a three-year 
financial commitment and joined the 
Aerotropolis board of directors. 

They have the first private sector investor 
and the Aerotropolis mandate is to get 
three private sector investors a year for the 
next three years. 

The payment of dues will finalize the 
amendment to the interlocal agreement 
with only one left to agree. On June 5, 


Taylor is expected to vote on that. 

“This allows the local government to be 
more engaged,” he said. 

Luce said the Aerotropolis website has an 
ID of every parcel in the district of 25 acres 
and above and the infrastructure. He said 
they are marketing them on the webpage 
and it’s interactive and can be downloaded. 
He said there are six or seven VBT sites on 
that website. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, who 
sits on the DDA, said VBT has lost its 
taste for providing infrastructure, after the 
Visteon deal. 

Luce said they were close to a deal on the 
440 acres, but the wetland issue killed it. 

In other business at its May 22 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Was advised by their bond counsel 
Thomas Colis of Miller Canfield that the 
pedestrian overpass bonds will be at their 
June meeting to authorize, in the market by 
July, with a negotiated sale at the end of 
July and funds in the DDA’s hands by the 
end of July. The estimated yield is 3.25% 
interest. The reimbursement from the 
bonds is not to exceed $2 million; 

e Approved hiring an intern to resurvey 
all the businesses, look at a to-do list for 
the next five years, and document files at a 
cost of $12 per hour for 20 hours a week at 
a total of $13,435 a year including FICA; 

e Officially approved the Placemaking 
Project for a guaranteed maximum cost 
of $2,829,594, which includes $1,479,714 
for site development and $1,349,880 for 
buildings. DDA Executive Director Susan 
Ireland said they first have to tear down the 
houses on the site and change the plans, 
going back to the county for a drainage 
plan. They will have to use a vortex system 
or the whole parcel would be full of 
drainage ponds; 

e Removed from the agenda a closed- 
door session for the purpose of real estate 
purchase consideration; 

e Heard Ireland report Belleville Road 
LED streetlight conversion is expected to 
start May 20 with anticipated conversion 
in mid June. The contractor has begun 
priming the poles so they can be painted 
once the LED conversion is complete. 
Also, a light pole was knocked down near 
McDonald’s. She got the police report and 
will be filing an insurance claim; 

¢ Learned the DDA has received $46,485 
from Speedway for the right-of-way 
acquisition and that issue is wrapped up; 

e Learned the DDA has been informed by 
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Wilcox Brothers that the irrigation system 
solar panel at Ecorse Road and Belleville 
Road is not holding a charge. “It doesn’t 
work,” Ireland said. She said a work order 
has been opened with DTE to explore 
installation of 110 service at the panel. She 
said in the past DTE said they couldn’t 
connect, but now they have a work order. 
She said the solar panel is two years old 
and they would have to replace one solar 
panel; and 

e Heard a report from Assistant Director 
Lisa Lothringer on a lengthy list of 
promotions for the DDA and township. 


She said the site for the Public Safety Day 
is still being worked out by Director Greg 
Laurain. 
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Sumpter Township board meeting turns rowdy as election nears

“He’ll say he’s reviewed the expenditure 
and say it’s in the budget or not,” Treasurer 
Morgan explained.

said the director is approving by signing 
off on the agenda item in the board packet. 

Watson said he didn’t understand why 
they are not allowed to tell the public 
something it doesn’t know. 

Township attorney Rob Young said 
the budgetary matters start and end with 
the supervisor. Young said the financial 
director is hired by the township for 
recommendations. 

Watson said he was surprised that so 
much energy was put into keeping the 
public from knowing something. 

“The financial director has no authority,”

“Do I want the director here?” Treasurer 
Morgan asked. “That was not a suggestion.” 

Mary Herring suggested that when you 
have items on expenditures, Supervisor 
John Morgan could say, “It is in the budget. 
Could say it’s safe. It’s OK. Just a simple 
statement. No big deal.” 

Supervisor Morgan said he could do that 
and urged the public not to criticize the 
procedure. 

“We have to go on with the meeting,” 
Supervisor Morgan said. “We can’t spend 
all night on this issue.” 

After the business items were completed, 
Trustee Sheena Barnes asked if the Comcast 
cablecast of the township meetings is back 
up and running. She said if people don’t 
read the Independent they wouldn’t know 
what’s going on in their township. 

Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis said 
the new system wouldn’t be up for some 
time to come. 

Trustee Barnes said she went to Lansing 
on May 17 to address complaints about 
power outages in Sumpter. She said she 
set up an email address for those who have 
suffered from power outages. She wants 
residents to email their complaints, saying 
how many days they were without power 
and list their losses, including food, when 
DTE or Consumer Power failed to provide 
power. 

“Flood me with complaints,” she urged. 
Her email is blacck119@ gmail.com . 

Treasurer Morgan asked why mail dated 
May 10 was just being given to her on May 
22. 

Supervisor Morgan said a representative 
from the organization came out and talked 
to him and his deputy. They want to set up 
here in Sumpter Township and originally 
were scheduled to come and meet with the 
board, Supervisor Morgan said. They will 
be at the next meeting, Supervisor Morgan 
said. 

Trustee Barnes said she talked to Mrs. 
Miller with the SOS Program which she 
wants to bring to Sumpter Township. She 
said she would call Trustee Barnes as soon 
as she sent the letter to Sumpter. Trustee 
Barnes said she got a message on May 11 
saying Miller left literature at the township 
and Barnes didn’t get it until that evening’s 
meeting. 


“Hopefully, we can bring this service to 
Sumpter Township,” Barnes said, adding 
she was told Mary Herring supported it. 

Deputy Supervisor Armatis said the 
information was given to all the board 
members at the same time, not one at 
a time. She said they have to consider 
charging rent and if a room is vacant at the 
community center. 

“She brought this May 10 and I’m just 
getting it?” Barnes asked. 

“She brought it to the supervisor’s office,” 
Deputy Armatis replied. 

“T got it today, the 22nd,” Barnes said. “I 
just want to receive my mail... 

“This is a one-sided board. The wind 
don’t blow the same way,” she stormed. 

“It should have been stamped by the clerk 
as received and put in my box,” she said. 

When open-floor comments started, 
Tim Rush said he could have helped the 
township a lot with its MMFLA decision. 
He said he is a security consultant. 

“We tried to secure these facilities,” he 
said referring to marijuana sites. “Now we 
won’t touch them with a 10-foot pole.” 
He said Ken Bednark’s report to the 
committee was excellent. He thanked the 
board members who voted to opt out. 

Trustee Barnes asked him to give her the 
places he had secured, but Rush said he 
couldn’t give out the addresses of private 
businesses but he could give her the names 
of police chiefs in those communities. 

Trustee Barnes said she was chairman of 
one of the committees on the MMFLA study 
group. She said she was inspired to become 
a medical marijuana grower by Supervisor 
John Morgan after she amputated a part of 
her thumb. She said Morgan told her it was 
a way to earn income. 

“I’m done biting my tongue,” Barnes 
said. “I’m done keeping my mouth shut. 
I’m speaking the truth. If Mr. Morgan says 
I’m lying ...” She urged him to prove it. 

“I took the brow-beating and was 
ostracized, like I’m the one who invented 
marijuana,” she said of her treatment for 
supporting the new MMFLA law. 

Ken Bednark then sprang to his feet in 
the audience. 

“T’m tired of you and her blasting me,” 
he said referring to Trustee Barnes and 
Treasurer Morgan. “I represented the 
community... The township acted on it.” 

“My voice is all I have for the people,”

Barnes said. “My vote is worth nothing.” 
“Take that woman out of here!” Supervisor 
Morgan said to Police Chief Eric Luke. 

Barnes stood at her place at the board 
table and said she would leave, but she 
would be back because she’s an official 
member of the board. 

“This board is corrupt,’ Barnes said. 
“You got people buying property. It’s 
corrupt.” She referred to Trustee Oddy’s 
purchase of a tax reverted parcel under a 
company name. 

She sat back down and the meeting 
continued. 

Changing the subject, Mary Ban got up 
to thank two police officers who came to 
help her when she thought her husband 
was missing. He had gone to visit a friend 
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in Maybee and left his cell phone under the 
seat in his truck. 

She complimented the board for passing 
the resolution on the change to the 48111 
postal service. She said she had been to 
Van Buren Township, which instigated the 
change, many, many times and made many 
phone calls to them. 

“We have not been respected as citizens,” 
she said. 

Ban also referred to the 160-page 
report on the Legalization of Marijuana 
in Colorado shared with her by attorney 
Young. She said children from 0-5 years 
old were hurt by edible marijuana and 
crime is up 2000%, “off the charts.” 

She said children and young people are

When Jay Bardell got up to speak, 
Supervisor Morgan accused him of 
disrupting the meeting all night. 

Bardell said a certain department 
employee uses a township vehicle to go to 
a second job. He said the man works at Ace 
Hardware and he has pictures. Supervisor 
Morgan said to bring them in to him. 

Treasurer Morgan said if he sees the water 
truck at Ace Hardware it could be because 
the township buys some of its things at the 
hardware.

Lydia Graber maneuvered her motorized 
chair to the lectern and asked for help to 
get the microphone. Trustee Oddy left the 
board table and handed her the microphone. 

Graber apologized for speaking with 
Bardell during the meeting. 

“I shouldn’t have talked,’ she said, 
asking, “Shouldn’t the same rule apply 
to your employees?” She pointed back to 
Deputy Armatis and others in the back of 
the room. 

She asked if there is anywhere to get 
oxygen during a power outage. She said 
their generator ceased during the last 
outage which lasted three days and she had 
to go to the hospital. Trustee LaPorte said 
in the past the fire department has been 
able to leave a container of oxygen in an 
emergency. 

Graber thanked the township for finally 
putting in the ADA accessible door. “Only 
took two years,” she said of her prodding. 

Now she would like the township to 
comply with the ADA on counter height. 
She said ADA went into effect in 1990. 

“For 25 bucks you could lower one of the 
counters,” she said. 

“I'm in favor of medical marijuana,” 
Graber said. “A lot of my friends use it for 
their conditions. I’m considering it myself. 
How many have died from over use of 
marijuana? she asked. 

Adrian Slaughter got up to ask Supervisor 
Morgan and attorney Young about the 12 
properties put up for sealed bid by the 
township. She asked if the sale was limited 
to township residents, if elected officials 
could participate in the bidding, and how 
long the newly purchased property needed 
to be held before being sold again on the 
open market. She also said she didn’t see a 
for-sale sign on the parcel that was behind 
her property. 

Young replied that the bidding was open 
to everybody without restriction, it’s legal 
for elected officials to bid, and once the bid 
is awarded there is no restriction on the 
further sale of the property. He also said 
all the parcels for sale were identified with 
signs. 

Deputy Supervisor Armatis said, “Every 
single property had a sign,” suggesting 
some may have been stolen. She said she 
put every sign up herself. 

‘Tm not here to argue with you,” 
Slaughter said, adding there was no sign 
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on the property behind her. She asked 
what to do about identifying property in 
the future and Supervisor Morgan said to 
call his office to talk to him or his deputy. 
Slaughter said if she calls his office she 
wants to talk to him and he said she can 
talk to him. 

Graber called out, “We’re getting yelled 
at when they won’t shut up,” after Armatis 
came forward several times when Slaughter 
was voicing her concerns. 

Slaughter also asked about the property 
holding the old motel and whether it 
was purchased recently to be made into 
residences for homeless vets. Supervisor 
Morgan said that had been a plan in the 
past but it fell through. 

Trustee Oddy said a good site to use 
is Wayne County’s Plat map which is 
available on line. He said you can see 
everything in Sumpter Township and all 
the parcels. 

Sharon Pokerwinski said, on behalf of 
Parks and Recreation, they see there are 15 
people running for office and they don’t 
want Sumpter Fest to be a political fest. 

She also said for 12 years she has been 
doing insurance for Sumpter Fest and 
paying $2,000 a year. This year it has 
been determined that is not necessary and 
they will be able to save $2,000. She said, 
“$2,000 for 12 years is terrible.” 

Toni Clark said she wasn’t there to 
argue, but wanted to correct an error in the 
Independent. She said she is running for 
clerk, not trustee. 

Clark also said she wrote a resolution 
to honor Atomic Veterans and the state 
accepted it for one year. They are now 
working to get it permanent in the state and 
also nationally. 

Aman who did not identify himself told 
the board of his problem with parking his 
camper on the vacant property he bought 
three years ago and plans to build on. This 
was discussed at length. 

In other business at the May 22 meeting, 
the board: 

e Although it was not on the agenda, 
unanimously approved a draft resolution 
on changes at the post office, as presented 
by township attorney Rob Young as part of 
his attorney’s report. The board approved 
it separate from approving the rest of 
Young’s report;

e Approved hiring CRG Electric to install 
a new electric panel/additional circuits 
into the Fire Station 1 generator at a cost 
of $2,570. Chief Eric Luke said he had 
reached out to five area electricians / 
companies for a quote and CRG was the 
only company to fulfill the request. Chief 
Luke said currently the generator is only 
wired to power 20% of the fire hall, “which 
obviously creates a huge issue should our 
area experience a power outage during 
which fire personnel activity is required 
within the building...’

the Fire Department from Herkimer Radio 
Service at a cost of $3,655 to replace 
current pagers that are 20 years old.
